HEN old Father Oglethorpe es- 

tablished the colony of Georgia 

in 1732, he made it a place of 
refuge, go to speak, for men, who had 
been unfortunate in the old country. 
They could come here, and start out 
again with a free fighting chance to re- 
coup losses, regain lost business prestige, 
and through industry and application 
leave some patrimony to their families. 
He encouraged immigration to tne ex- 
tent that he wanted everybody to come 
who was unfortunate from circumstances 
beyond his control, or had made an hon- 
est effort, and had fatied. He did not 
eare for the vicious criminal, or lawless 
element of the old country, and for 
that reason he encouraged a class of im- 
migrants, who would build up an indus- 
trious yeomanry, and an hvuudadle cit- 
As the evidence of the desire 


izenry. 

ot these colonists to encourage only 
a limited and desirabie immigra- 
tion, and that their citizenry 


should rather be “to the manor born,” 
a tract of land was offered as a prize to 
the first woman, who should bear a son 
on Georgia soll. This is the first instalice 
in this state where a bounty was placed 
upon an infant industry. From this 
class of colonists has evolved our present 
civilization. Georgia today has the pur- 
est stock to be tound in the union. Tnere 
has been scarcely any foreign amaiga- 
mation, and the contamination with for- 
eign blood hag been slight. 

In some of the foreign settlements in 
the middle western states the Englisa 
language is not spoken at all. This biood 
contaminates to a great extent the ele- 
ment, which is even now in a state of 
evolution, and simply sidetracks the 
progress of the political leaven, and de- 
lays the evolution of American civiliza- 
tion. 1 can best represent my thought 
here by referring to the process of di- 
gestion of food. When food is taken 
into the stomach the process begins. If 
the man will allow this process to con- 
tinue until the supply is digested, assim- 
ilation will take place, and the body be 
nourished. If, however, in the midst 
of the process, he takes in another quan- 
tity of food, the process of digestion is 
interrupted, the organs undertake to be- 
gin anew, and in the course of this un- 
warranted interryption of the well regu- 
lated machinery, the patient suffers indi- 
gestion. Now in the process of our evo- 
lution, in the process of assimiliation of 
foreign blood with our own, there is gud- 
denly ejected into the mass a heterogen- 
eous element, which produces national 
indigestion, and interfupts the process of 
national evolution and assimilation, 
Georgia, as I have said before, has suf- 
fered less from this contaminating ele- 
ment than almost any other state in the 
union. The result has been that we have 
gone steadily forward in the evolution 
of our civilization, and these poor bank- 
rupt colonists handed down their virtues 
and their limited patrimony to pure de- 
scendants, and from sire to son the sav- 
ings of clean American industry, of a 
pure southern stock, have been nded 
down until the Empire State of the South 
hag evolved the richest of the southern 
states, and the, purest citizenry in Amer- 
ica. Our census returns show but few 
direct importations from the old country, 
and, while we have had much immigra- 
tion from other states of the union, our 
largest contributions to population have 
been made by the amiable Stork, who ac- 
companieg the little strangers from baby- 
land, 

We prefer the emigrants from Stork- 
town to those from any other town in 
Europe, Asia, or any other continent. 
These wee emigrants imbibe the best 
there is in our civilization, and, when 
the toga virilis is given them they are 
the evolved product of an evolving and 
progressive civilization. From the mo- 
ment they enter the domain of our state 
the best of treatment must be theirs, else 
they threaten immediate departure, and, 
far from rejoicing at the prospect of re- 
lease from such tyranny, the mere sug- 
gestion of it makes us determine at all 
hazards to propitiate them. They come 
without luggage, and there ig no rumor 
of physical or moral epidemic, such as 
there might be, when a band of Russian 
nihilists, Italian mafias, or Spanish an- 
archists crowd in to contaminate our 
evolving civilization, and sow the seeds 
of dissension in the ranks of our peo- 
ple. . 

Now, in view of the boundless resources 
of on we are disposed to encourage 
emigfation from other states, and good 
emigrants from the best European coun- 
tries, for we need both capital and labor 
for the development of our state and its 
Fesources. Let them come in, if they in- 
tend to be honorable, law-abiding, indus- 
trious people, but when these poverty- 
stricken, filthy emigrants from the slums 
of congested cities of Europe come pour- 
ing into the United States, with their lug- 
gage full of microbes of every descrip- 
tion, and their minds perverted to the

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An Important Proposition Before 
the Legislature, 


Plan Proposed Will Require Payment 
of a Heavy Tax—Will Be Fought 
by Dispensary Counties—In- 
teresting Measures Be- 
fore the Senate. 


- The house will Jump right back tnto < 
corsideration of the general tax act to- 
morrow, with the dispensary question as 
a leader while the senate has three or 
four measures before it, any one of 
which {is capable of furnishing two or 
three {interesting sessions, : 

But In the question of taxing dispensa- 
ries prominent members of the legisla- 
ture consider they have-before them one 
of the most Important questions of the 
day. With the dry counties there ts the 
greatest temptation to go into the dis- 
pensary business because the enormous 
profits result In a corresponding reduc- 
tion In taxation. In Terrell county, for 
instance the dispensaries pays so well 
that there is no such thing there as coun- 
ty taxes. 

The question that confronts the legis- 
lature is as t® how these dispensaries 
shall be made to pay their proportion of 
the taxes. Heretofore they have had to 
pay only the $200 specific tax assessed 
against all liquor dealers. When an at- 
tempt was made to collect an ad valo- 
rem tax from them. the supreme court 
was appealed to with the result that the 
stock of liquors and buildings useq by 
such dispensaries were held to be non- 
taxable as being public property. The 
constitution says the legislature may 
exempt public property from taxation, 
and the question arises under the decision 
of the supreme court whether dispensa- 
ries can be taxed at all as other property, 
or whether it is simply necessary for the 
legislature to enact that they shall be 
taxed. 

Owing to the grave doubt on this point, 
the house has undone its action in putting 
on the ad valorem tax and the $2Q0 spe- 
cific tax, and the paragraph of the gen- 
eral tax act relating to dispensaries 
stands open to be dealt with when the 
Fouse reconvenes tomorrow. 

Now comes forward Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
who will offer an amendment to this sec- 
tion of the act requiring all dispensarics 
to pay into the state treasury annually 
either 5 or 10 per cent of their net re- 
ceipts. This was the proposition of Mr. 
Moses, of Coweta, but it was defeated 
at the time the ad valorem tax was de- 


cided upon, 
Another Warm Debate. 


Mr. Hall's proposition will undoubtedly 
bring another warm debate in the house. 
It is a proposition in effect, that the 
state shall go into partnership with the 
dispensaries, shall become a profit sharer 
with them. The dispensary counties will 
urdoubtedly resist to the utmost any 
such proposition for they want to hold 
the money at home. 

On the other hand, it is argued, should 
a county be permitted to operate a liquor 
monopoly any more than an individual. 
without sharing in small part with the 
state the great privilege it enjoys? Dis- 
pensaries make anywhere from $20,000 tv 
$60.000 net each year, and where they 
have been established the state loses the 
tax which it formerly collected from in- 
dividual liquor dealers. A tax of 5 per 
cent on the net profits of such dispensa- 
ries would pay the state from $1,000 to 
$3000, whereas the $200 specific tax and 
the ad valorem tax would give the state 
not over $300 to $400 from each dis- 
pensary. In other words, under the plan 
proposed by Mr. Hall, the dispensaries 
would have to pay three to six times 
more than under the ordinary taxation 
plan. That the dispensary countoes will 
ficht, anq fight hard, there can be no 
doubt. What is the state entitled to in 
this matter? That is the question over 
which there is a wide difference of opin- 
ion and over which the warm fight wiil 
come in the house. The question may 
rot be finally determined until almost 
the hour of adjournment sine die.

These discoveriec< were 
made prior to the American revolution.

AS population 
moved west. ginseng was found in the 
timber sections of all the states east of 
the Rocky mountains. It may stil! be 
found wild in smal] quanities in all these 
States. 

In Georgia ginseng

Twenty years ago the state of Virginia 
ordered engraved a large issue of bonds, 
which. owing to a change of administra- 
tion, the state officials refused to pay 
for. Because of the indifference of offft- 
clals the blank bonds were sold by the 
express company to pay charges and were 
widely scattered. They have been turning 
up in small blocks ever sincé, variously 
signed, with and without seals. 

The extent to which this business of 
obtaining loans on forged municipal bonds 
is ca it is impossible to staté, be- 
cause so long as the borrower pays his 
interest promptly and takes up his loans 
at maturity, their fraudulent character 
remains undiscovered.

As was anticipated in this paper 
week ago, some of the very profession- 
alg who were eredited with starting the 
boom were caught in their own net., They 
went short early this week thinking the 
advance had gone far enough, only to be 
engulfed by the rising wave. Speculative 
interests throughout the country and in

Commex? on Bank Statement. 


New York, July !6.—The New York Fi- 
nancier this week says: 

The striking feature of ' the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week was the comparatively 
close correspondence between the ave- 
rage gain in cash and that which was 
estimated from the traceable movements 
of money during the week, the officially 
reported increase being $13,800,000, while 
that which was estimated was $12,077,- 
200. There is, however, a considerable 
discrepancy shown by the official and 
the estimated figures of the previous 
fortnight, the latter indicating a gain of 
$17,500,000, while the official statements 
show only $1,250,000. Taking the last 
three weeks together the total of the 
estimated increase is $29,500,000, while 


| that of the actual gain is $15,000,000. 


Bank averages for the three weeks’ 
period, therefore, are still $14,500,000 
below the presumedly actual, movement 
as shown by the traceable conditions, The 
deposits were increased $21,019,100 last 
week, or $2,005,200 less than the sum 
of the gain in cash and the increase in 
loans; hence the statement does bal- 
ance. The required reserve against gen- 
eral depostis was $5,254,775, deducting 
which from the gain in cash leaves $8,- 
545,627 as the increase in surplus re- 
serve to $44,563,350. Computed upon the 
basis of deposits, less those of $23,323,- 
100 public funds, the surplus is $50,- 
904,130. The loans were expanded $9,- 
223,900, probably largely due to bonds 
negotiations and also to borrowings by 
commission houses. It is noteworthy that 
the loans are the highest ever reported, 
and that cash and deposits show new 
high records. The surplus reserve is 
$10,333,333 greater than that previously 
reported this year, it having been $34,- 
203,700 on April 23, and it is also in ex- 
cess of that recorded in recent years. 
The increase in this item since May |/4, 
when it was $12,827,250, the minimum, 
has been $31,836,100. The daily average

other was expected to carry bgck with 
him to England. Among the more mod- 
est gifts on Edward's part was a small 
volume‘in humble dress, looking some- 
what the worse for wear. 

“It's the English Nietzsche,” said the 
defenGer of the faith, “and I beg your 
pardon for its appearance, I got in- 
terested in the book en route, read and 
marked it somewhat. But it’s too good to 
keep from you and I want you to accept 
it and, later on, exchange it for a better 
copy, which I will have especially printed 
a@nd bound for you.”’ 

The kaiser could thardly wait till his 
uncle had finished. ‘“‘The English Nietz- 
sche,’”’ he cried, ‘““‘Why, it isn’t Bernard 
Shaw’s ‘Man and Superman’ which Bren- 
tano’s in Paris just sent me in their latest 
consignment of books?

It 
ried with it. and left behind it, 
literature “They had the 
law of the Lord with them, ~ and 
went about throughout all the cities 
of Judah and taught them.’ This 
iS Said to have been the germ of the syn- | 
agogue, an institution which played so 
large a part in later Hebrew history. This 
nrst recorded systematic measure of pub- 
lic instruction, partly accounts for the 
prosperity and strength of the kingdom. 
This was one of the means by which ‘“‘the 
Lord established the kingdom.” It was a 
peripatetic and popular seminary. In ad- | 
dition to this pe dagogic means, the king 
Placed his country in the most thorough | 
‘State of military defense. He garrisoned 
the fortified cities, created military posts, 
| and formed the first standing army of 
Which there Is record. A final measure 
| Was the thorough organization of public 
justice. But in all this the persona] char- 
‘acter of the ruler cannot be ignored. His 
(\was an elevated spirit. ‘His heart was 
lifted up in the ways of the Lord.” He 
was unaffected by the current spirit. of 
idolism. “He sought the Lord. and walk- 
ied in his commandments.” He wielded
